What is claimed as new and desired to be protected by Letters Patent is set 
forth in the appended claims. 




An infan t eye liaiuei fin a baby bottle comprising : 



a) means for gripping the baby bottle; 

b) an extension member extending from smd gripping means such that a 
distal free end of said member emends from about 2 to about 5 inches 
past said gripping mean^/measured along an axis parallel to the 
longitudinal axis ofsaid bottle; and 

c) a visually stimulating ornament on a distal free end of said extensi 
menKber. 
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5. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as reeled in Claim 1, wherein said 
ornament is a flat head. / 

6. An infant eye trainer/for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 1, wherein said 
ornament comprises a gerierally round shape having clear edges.

?\ An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim ^ wherein said 
ornament includes a cartoon type face placed upon said flat head. 
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An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim y, wherein said 
ornament further includes a pair of loop ears on a top portion of said flat head. 
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9. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 1, wherein said 
gripping means, said extension m^mbejv^nd said ornament are integral and 
fabricated out of the same Idnd of material.

said material is rubber. 
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2. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 1, wherein said 
gripping means is a flexible split clamp ring that fjfe about a body portion of the 
baby bottle. 



3. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 2, wherein said 
flexible split clamp ring includes ^mating hook and loop pile fastener material in 



the split portion thereof, so as io hold s 
body portion of the baby bottle.

4. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 1, wherein said 



extension member is an elongated flat neck. 
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12. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 4, wherein 
said elongated flat neck includes a spring portion to/rnake said elongated flat 
neck more flexible, so as to cause said ornament/to move back and forth to attract 
the attention of the eyes of the infant therety. 

13. An infant eye trainer foi/a baby bottle which is at least 6 inches long, 
comprising: / 

a) means for gripping the baby bo£flb ^ 

b) an extension member extending from said gripping means such that a 
distal free end of said member extends from about 0 to about 2 inches 
past said gripping means, measured along an axis parallel to the 
longitudinal axis of said bottle; and 
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c) a visually stimulating ornament on a distal frep end of said extension 



member. 



14. An infant eye trainer for a b^by bottle as recited in Claim 13, wherein

said gripping means is a flexible spli/clamp ring that fits about a body portion of 
the baby bottle. 




15. An infant eye' trainer for a baby bottle as recited in Claim 14, wherein 
said flexible split clajznp ring includes mating hook and loop pile fastener 
material in the split portion thereof, so as to hold said flexible split clamp ring 
securely to the body portion of the baby bottle.

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16. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle as recited/m Claim 13, wherein 
said ornament is a flat head. 



17. An infant eye trainer for a haby bottle as recited in Claim 16, wherein 



said ornament includes a cartoon type face placed upon said flat head.

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20. An infant eye trainer for a baby bottle comprising: 




a) means for gripping the baby bottle; 



b) an extension member extending from said gripping means such that a 



distal free end of said member is from about 6 to about 12 inches distant 



from the eyes of the infant while the infant is nursing from the bottle;

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22. An infant attracting devwe for a baby bottle comprising:
